We hope that they reconsider this 
move We don’t believe that this would 
help the situation in anyway because it is 
doubtful if any boy was ever led astray 
by learning the proper handling of fire 
arms 
As much as we desire to see our 
federal government c n an economy move 
there are two places that we wish they 
would leave alone The first is the post 
office and the second is the farm pro­ 
gram 
While we would like to se*' more 
efficiency and economy in the post o.fice 
we feel that the present cut back would 
lust cut down on services Supposedly, 
the post office is one brunch of the govern­ 
ment that produces 
its own revenue 
With this in mind the people that pay the 
bills, the users of tile mails, should not be 
denied the service that they are paying 
for 
We say supposedly the post office 


pays its own way because Congress takes 
a1! of the income from the past office and 
gives the service back the money that it 
wants it to poerate on And at the same 
time tells it what non revenue producing 
services it must provide 
As for the farmer — a cut back in 
the farm program at this time could wreck 
the rural economy of this nation We say 
this because the only thing that is keep­ 
ing our farmers going now is the govern­ 
ment programs This past wheat crop 13 
a good example of this in that with a 
bumper crop 
our farmers did well to 
break even 
In the long run we would like to see 
the government get out of the farming 
industry but we do not profess to know 
how this can be accomplished 
We do 
know that for this to happen the farmer 
will have to get a price high enough for 
him to trade in our inflated economy 
With farm prices nine percent lower 
than they were in 1940 and production 
costs up 31 percent it might be cheaper 
on the American consumer to support the 
fanner with taxes 
than at the market 
place But this would not solve the farm­ 
ers problems af government control 
What Congress does to the farm pro­ 
gram this year not only will af‘ect all of 
our farmers but will also reach down into 
the pocket of just about everyone in West 
Texas as we all depend on a stronq farm 
economy for our livelihood

Once the bane of all but the 
most experienced home sewer 
buttonholes are now easy, even 
fun, to m ake with the aid of a 
built in buttonholer or button­ 
holer accessory for your sew ­ 
ing machine Here are some 
tips on m akin g p ro fessio n al- 
looking buttonholes from The 
Singer Com pany, 


Which Buttonhole? 


M ost p attern s su g g e st the 
type of buttonhole that is best 
for the item you're making, but 
fabric and personal taste m ay 
suggest another type. When in 
doubt, look at high-priced fash­ 
ions sim ilar to the garm en t 
you're making, to see what the 
top designers are using G en­ 
erally you'll find one of these 
four basic buttonholes, perhaps 
with variations: 


(Al) Bound buttonholes. 
T h ese a re u sed on d re ssie r 
coats, d resses 
and suits They 
m ay be m ade of the sam e fab­ 
ric as the garment, or of an ­ 
other fabric. 


(A2) Round-end straight but­ 
tonholes. They are used on 
m ost ty g e s of 
^ 
d resses, -oats 
and su its, are e a sy to m ak e 
when m any buttonholes are re­ 
quired With a pur led g e, they 
give a hand sewn finish to tai­ 
lored fashions. 


(A3) Eyelet-end buttonholes. 
Tailored looking, they are a p ­ 
p r o p r ia te for 
use on classic 
coats and suits With a purl- 
ed ge, they are exactly right for 
man tailored women's fashions 
with the "Bonnie and C lyde" 
look 


(A4) Square-end bar-tack but­ 
tonholes. The added reinforce- 
m e n t a t th e 
e n d s, m a k e s 
them practical for sheer and 
ligh tw eigh t fab rics, an d e x ­ 
tremely good on infants' and 
children's wear. 
All of these buttonholes can 
be m ade by machine, and com-

plete instructions for stitching 
are included with the machine 
or buttonholer accessory. 


What Size Buttonhole? 


The pattern you use will in­ 
dicate what type and size but­ 
tons the garm ent you're m ak­ 
ing w as designed to have. If 
the button you want isn t av ail­ 
able in the specified size, or if 
you feel that a sm aller or larger 
button suits you better, you can 
easily m ake adjustm ents. Be­ 
fore m aking the buttonholes, 
how ever, buy your buttons. 
Then on a scrap of fabric, m ake 
a sam ple buttonhole. 
The length of the slit of the 
buttonhole should be equal to 
the diam eter +• the thickness 
of the button. If the button has 
a rough texture, add another 
‘ •-inch to avoid abrasion. The 
button should slip through the 
slit without stretching it, but 
should be sufficiently snug so 
that it won t pop 
out. When m ak­ 
in g a s a m p le 
Ttst Bvtt«nhol« 
b u tto n h o le .b e 
sure to duplicate the number of 
fabric layers in the garment, 
including interfacing if used. 
A stay of firm crisp fabric is 
essential on loosely-woven or 
stretchy fabrics, and is desir­ 
ab le on other fabrics. Bound 
buttonholes are stitched through 
two fabric layers: garm ent and 
a stay or interfacing (not hair 
canvas), before the facing is 
attached. W orked buttonholes 
are stitched through three fab ­ 
ric layers , garm ent, interfacing 
and facing, after the facing is 
attached. 
The sam ple buttonhole not 
only enables you to determine 
the correct size. but will let you 
see how it will look on the g ar­ 
ment, and help you determine 
the buttonholing method and 
machine settings that are best 
for the fabric you're using. 
Pressure should be just heavy 
en o u gh to hold the m aterial 
firmly, and tension should be 
balanced. No special thread is 
needed for worked buttonholes. 
Number 50 mercerized cotton 
and size A silk threads m ay be 
used with a size 14 needle. 
Finer m ercerized th read re ­ 
quires a size 11 needle. 


Placing Buttonholes 


Your p attern will in d icate 
where buttonholes should be 
placed. However, it m ay be 
necessary to change the sp ac­ 
ing because of pattern altera 
tions or because the buttons 
you are using are sm aller or 
larger than the pattern specifies. 
The rules for correctly posi­ 
tioning b u tto n h oles are the 
sam e, regardless of type. On 
w om ens clothes, the button­ 
h oles a re on the righ t-han d 
side; on men's wear the but­ 


tonholes are on the left-hand 
side 
U n less a d e sig n sp e c ifie s 
otherwise, sp aces between but­ 
tonholes should be equal, and 
w hen a line of bu tton h oles 
crosses the waistline, such a s 
on a jack et, one buttonhole 
should fall exactly at the waist. 
Mark that buttonhole first, and 
m easure the others from that 
point.

low a crossw ise thread. Verti­ 
cal buttonholes are placed so 
that the "center line” is in the 
center of the buttonhole, follow­ 
ing a lengthwise thread. Baste 
m ark in g s w here the button­ 
holes should go, and follow 
m arkings carefully when stitch­ 
ing. 


Cutting a Buttonhole 


Atter the buttonhole has been 
made, use a pair of sm all sharp 
s c isso r s to cut the open in g. 
Place a pin inside the stitching 
at each end of the buttonhole 


Cut Buttonhole Carefully 


to protect the end sitching. In­ 
sert the blade in the center of 
the buttonhole cutting space, 
and cut from this point in either 
direction up to the pins, being 
careful not to cut the stitching.

thing could happen the comm entator 


And th a t’s 
coming more 
country. We 


said that three things made it possible. 
Hitler rose to power, the comm entator 
said, because of the fear, unconcern, 
and self-interest of other people who 
could have stopped him. So because 
some were afraid, some didn’t care, and 
some would stand to gain from his rise, 
the work! was thrust in t; tne 
rent..-, 
w ar ever fought and millions died. 
How was it that Edmund Burke said 
it? “All th at is necessary for the tri­ 
umph of evil is th at good men do 
nothing.” And where incidents such as 
those above happen it is because good 
men did nothing to stop them. 
W hat’s all this got to do with the 
Man of Galilee? Well, He wants the best 
for us and th at means He wants us to 
be the best. You see, He isn’t pleased 
when we let evil trium ph and He makes 
us unhappy to see it triumph, also. So 
He gives us the desire to stop evil, to 
fight it, to conquer it with good. He 
makes us become the type of persons 
who “want to get involved.” 
Someone has to sacrifice for every 
good in life.

left the ring. there was nnsterv as 
to what happened to it afterward. 
On the other hand, disappear­ 
ance alone 
with nothing puzzling 
about it —is usually not covered by 
theft insurance. Thus: 
\ housewife 
noticed that her 
diam ond ring was missing from her 
finger, shortly after she had been 
struggling lo unclog the garbage dis­ 
posal 
In this case. a court ruled 
that she could not collect for "m y s­ 
terious disappearance ” Th*, judge 
said it was pretty obvious thai she 
had simply lost the ring down the 
drain. 
Of course, you can buy protec­ 
tion for even an ordinary, non 
mysterious loss 
But if you want 
that broader kind of coverage, you 
should m ake that clear to your in­ 
surance counselor at the time you 
take out a policy.
